How Many Silver Jubilees? 


A correspondent in Philadelphia 
raises the question as to the quantity 
of Silver Jubilee Stamps issued.

A Few Minutes with the Editor 


EicHtT YEARS OLb 


Our issue for October 3lst will 
close our eighth year of continuous 
publication. In that period, Linn’s 
Weekly Stamp News has always ap- 
peared promptly on each date of issue. 
The current volume just drawing to 
a close will show over 1000 pages of 
stamp news and information and we 
have hopes that future volumes will 
be even larger than has this current 
volume. 

Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
tirst issued in November, 1928. Be- 
ginning with the first issue a circu- 
lation of 2000 copies was maintained 
by mailing under le postage stamps 
until the paid circulation had reached

such a point that we could apply for 
second class mailing rates and still 
maintain such circulation. 

Within four years time it grew 


to a point where it had outdistanced 
all other stamp publications in point 
of circulation. When Linn’s Weekly 
was first issued, Mekeels Weekly 
Stamp News had a circulation of less 
than 10,000 copies weekly. With 
the advent of Linn’s Weekly and 
its effort for large circulation, 
Mekeel’s began to build their cir- 
culation and at the end of our fourth 
year we had passed them in circula- 
tion and continued to climb until 
in the fall of 1934, we reached a

circulation of almost 20,000 copies 
weekly, at that time the largest cir- 
culation that any stamp publication 
had ever attained. 

We have been handicapped by lack 
ot facilities for proper production of 
this publication. It was started with- 
out capital and at a time when the 
finances of the country were in such 
shape that help was unobtainable. 
For that reason it was necessary for 
us, two years ago to make an effort| @ 
to break down our circulation, for 
should our circulation have continued 
to grow we should have been 
swamped and unable to handle the 
business with our present facilities. 

Since that time, our business has 
been consolidated and incorporated, 
stock is offered for sale and quite 
a bit has been sold in the past year. 
We anticipate disposing of the re- 
mainder of the stock in the coming 
year and are now laying plans to 
develop as we expected in the begin- 
ning. 

By next summer, we hope to be 
in such shape that we can move into 
larger quarters, equip our plant with 
faster presses and machinery needed 
in the production of a paper such as 
we expect to produce. It is not going 
to be our aim to produce a 32 or 
36 page paper. We shall be content 
to hold the parer down to from 16 
to 20 or possibly 24 pages as necessity 
may demand, but we do intend to 
build the largest circulation that any 
stamp publication has ever been able 
to attain.
